School Resource Officer Program 


Twenty Three Years of Service and Dedication 


The 2002/03 school year is the 23rd anniversary of the School Resource Officer 
Program. In 1979, the Edmonton Police Service entered into a unique partnership 
with the Edmonton Public and Edmonton Separate School Boards. The program 
started with 4 schools and has grown to include 12 sworn police officers, working 
solely out of offices in 14 different Edmonton high schools. The School Resource 
Officer Program is still recognized as one of the first community-based initiatives 
undertaken by the EPS. 


Over the past 20 years, the role of the School Resource Officer has changed 
dramatically. A primary function of these members today is to ensure a “safe and 
caring place of learning.” In addition to being an active participant in the schools 
day to day activities, the School Resource Officer must create and find balances 
between law enforcer, teacher, friend, coach and councelor.
